Unanimously 


Adopts the League of Nations 


PARIS, Jan, 26.—The peace conference has unanimously adopt- 


ed the league of nations project. 


President Wilson and Colonel 


House will be the American members of the commission therecn. 


The statement officially given out is 
as follows: 

“The conference having considered 
the proposals for the creation of a 
league of nations resolved that: It is 
essential to the maintenance of the 
world settlement, which the associated 
nations are now met to establish that 
a league of nations be created to pro- 
mote international obligations and to 

rovide safeguards against war, This 
eague should be created as an integ- 
ral part of the general treaty of peace 
and should be open to every civilized 
nation which can be relied on to pro- 
mote its objects, 

“The members of the league should 
periodically meet in international 
conference and should have a perman- 
ent organization and secretaries to 
carry on the business in the intervals 
between the conferences. 

“The conference, therefore, appoints 
a committee representative of the as- 
sociated governments to work out the 
details of the constitution and the 
functions of the league.” 

The draft of resolutions !n regard 
to breaches of the laws of wer for 
presentation to the peace conference 
reads: 

Responsibility for War 

“That a commission composed of 
two representatives apiece from the 
five great powers and five representa- 
tives to be elected by the other powers 
be appointed to Inquire and report 
upon the following: 

“1 The responsibility of the auth- 
ors of the war. 

"2, The facts as to breaches of the 
laws and customs of war committed 
by the forces of the German empire 
and thelr allies on land, on sea and in 
the air during the present war. 

“3. The degree of responsibility for 
those offences attaching to particular 
members of the enemy’s forces, in- 
cluding members of the general staffs 
and other individuals, however highly 
placed. 

“4. The constitution and procedure 
o. a tribunal up to the trial of those 
offences. 

“6. Any other matters cognate to 
the above which may arise in the 
course of the inquiry and which the 
commission finds it usefnl and rele- 
vant to take into consideration.”

Constable as Medicine Man Has 
Peculiar Experiences in Trying 


To Aid Indian Flu Sufferers 


(Special Dispatch to Bulletin) 

FORT McMURRAY, Alta., Jan. 26. 
— Dr. MacDonald, of the Indian de- 
partment, whose headquarters are at 
Fort Smith, and who patrols north by 
dog team to the mouth of the Macken- 
zie at Herschel Island, has arrived at 
MeMurray, accompanied by 
Wynn, a resident of Fort Smith. Dr. 
MacDonald does not usually patrol 
south of this point, but he had heard 
of the prevalence of the influenza at 
this point from Indian runners and 
decided to investigate for himself in 


order to the better protect the numer- | 


ous bands of Indians directly under 
his charge. The doctor reports no 
case of influenza north of Fort McKay, 


but that there has been seven deaths | 


from the disease at that point. He 
did what was possible for the sick and 
then proceeded here to report to his 
department. 

The doctor’s dog trains met the 
northbound mail courier at Lobstick 
Point, which is about thirty 
north of Fort McKay. It was there 
he learned of conditions at Fort Mc- 
Kay from the courler, A few minutes 
later, learning of the details, one of 
the doctor's drivers approached him, 
the sweat standing out on his face in 
great beads, and, holding his stom- 
ach with both hands, said: 

“Doctor, I'm sick; I can go no fur- 
ther. You may take my dogs and go 
on, but I will turn back from here and 
«@o home.” 

This is only one instance of aggra- 
vated fear which obsesses some of the 
people of the north, who probably 
were never sick a day in their lives, 
and when the story of sickness and 
death, which have been the fate of so 
many, some of whom they know inti- 
mately, is related to them in all its 
harrowing details, is it any wonder 
the death toll is heavy when the 
scourge finally makes its irresistible 
advance and spreads from village to 
village and home to home, literally 
frightening some to death? 

The doctor consoled this poor fel- 
low the best he could, gave him a 
mild sedative, as he was absolutely 
without symptom of any ailment, fur- 
nished him with means for making 
his return home with the courler and 
proceeded on to Fort McKay. 

Constable MacDonald, who has re- 
turned from investigating the condi- 
tions at Fort McKay, states that some 
of the Indians were in frightful shape, 
which he did his best to alleviate with 
what means he had at his disposal. If 
a particular patient required a cathar- 
tic, Mac” fed him pills for that pur- 
pose, If they suffered pain, asperin 
was given, He impressed the import- 
ance of cleanly habits and explained 
the necessity of remaining in bed and 
<eeping warm, 
. at + house he asked the sick In- 
dian how he felt. 
ater good here,” touching his abdo- 
“bum, no gogd for @ week," re- 
plied the Indian. 

“Well, take this and it will make you 
feel better,” and “Mac” fed him a cou- 
ple of pills of an emergency nature, 
but just as the patient opened 
mouth and took two of the little life 
savers an angry squaw rushed in and 
forcibly pried open her lord and mas- 
ter’s jaw, inserted her hand, speared 
the pills and threw them on the floor 
in disgust. Then turning to the bewil- 
dered “Mac” she gave him a “setting 
out” in fluent Cree, and, pointing toa 
can over in a corner she reverted to 
pidgeon English to this extent 

“My medicine makum good; no sick 
in few days. White man medicine no 
good.” 

“Mac” took a look at the contents, 
which resembled a rank stew of barks 
and roots, and of the consistency of 
black soup.

THE TIME HAS COME 


For Saner Plan Than War 
for Settling Disputes, 
Says Lloyd George 


PARIS, Jan. 26.—In his speech at 
the peace conference at which the 
league of nations proposal was adopt- 
ed, after declaring that the conference 
was for the purpose of se tling ques- 
tions arising out of the war and to 
make peace for the world, President 
Wilson said: “A league of nations 
seems necessary for both purposes. 
There are many questions which we 
feel cannot ultimately be worked out 
here, that may redulire subsequent 
ecnsideration, subsequent alterations 
even to some degree.” 

He declared how the war burden 
was borne by the people as well as by 
the armies and said: 

“We wre bidden by these sufferere 
to make peace secure for them and 
see to it that the strain need never é

borne again.” 
Premier Lloyd George 

At the conclusion of the reading of 
a translation of President Wilson's 
speech, Premier Lloyd George said: 

“I rise to second this resolution. 
After the noble speech of the Amer!- 
can president, I feel that no obeerva- 
tions are needed and commit this| 
resolution to the conference, and I 
should not have intervened at all had 
it not been that I wished to state how 
emphatically the people of the British 
Empire are behind this proposal. 

“And if the national leaders have 
not been able during the last five 
years to devote as much time as they 
would like to its advocacy, it Is be- 
cause their time and their energy have 
been absorbed in the exigencies of a 
terrible struggle 

“Had there ‘been the slightest doubt 
in my mind as to the wisdom of this

WINNIPEG, Jan. 26.—The unusual

The proceedinge, which had 
been carried on with utmost good 
humor, terminated with the arrival of 
a military police patrol, No arrests 
were made. 

The cause of the disturbance was 
the placarding of billboards with pos- 
ters by Winnipeg Social Democrats, 
many of whom openly profess Bolshe- 
viki doctrines, inviting fellow work- 
men to come into their meetings and 
protest against restrictions on free 
speech, held in the Majesty theatre 
learing a riot, the proprietors locked 
the doors and adjournment was taken 
to the square, where some hundred 
mainly the curious, gathered 


ing of it and broke up the meeting, 
some of the agitators receiving black 
eyes and a purnmelling. All but one 
of those who attempted to speak were 
foreigners, the exception claiming he 
had been hired to speak in English. 

After the meeting had been disposed 
of, some soldiers proceeded to the hall 
at 328 Smith street, reported to be 
headquarters of the Social Democrats, 
where a large number of copies of the 
prohibited sheet, The Red Flag, were 
found and the contents wrecked as 
described, 


Austro-Hungarian Club Wrecked 

The Austro-Hungarian club in the 
north end of the city, located at the 
corner of MacGregor street and Moun- 
tain avenue, was completely wrecked 
by the angered mob, which seemed de- 
termined on destroying everything 
Austrian and German and “beat up” 
all the aliens and Bolshevik! they 
could lay their hands on, All the 
windows in the club were smashed, 
while the furniture was sent flying 
out of the windows, The piano was 
sent crashing into the street from 
the second story and was then smash- 
ed. Billiard tables, card tables, ete., 
were demolished and 
away trophies in the form of table 
and chair legs and parts of the ruined 
piano. 

The crowd then moved to Elmwood, 
a suburb, and great excitement was 
caused in the streets as the Bolsheviki 
hunters, as they called themselves, 
searched for a German club. They did 
not locate the place, however, and 
finally returned to the city.

LONDON, Jan. 26.—Anticipating an 
announcement to be made Thursday 
by a conference of Sir Eric Geddes, 
former first lord of the admiralty, 
Field Marshal Halg and Gen. Henry 
H, Wilson, chief of the general staff 
of the British army, now meeting In 
Paris, a statement issued by the war 
office tonight says: 

“The proposals of the conference 
will make sure that we have in every 
theatre of the war sufficient forces 
during the present year to see that 
we are not robbed of our victories, and 
ithe Germans and their confederates 
will be asked to execute fully and 
punctually the conditions not only of 
the armistice but the treaty of peace, 
when that is signed, and they’ will 
also enable us 
duties towards our Allies and those 
dependent upon us, 

“It must be clearly understood,” the 
| statement continues, “that while Great 
Britain is prepared to do her share 
of the work still to be done, she will 
not be asked to do more than 
share, and that the United States, 
France and Italy will act with her in 
maintaining the common interest 
j “Further, Great Britain's prepara- 
| tions in maintaining the Indian empire 
and the wide regions which we now 
| hold in the Middle East, as well as the 
| part played by the royal navy, have 
| been taken into consileration in com- 
puting what that share should be. 

“The task to be undertaken is, there- 
fore, the formation and maintenance 
of forces of occupation of the highest 
discipline and efficiency which will 
discharge that duty and safeguard 
British interests during the period 
which must elapse before the ordinary 
peace time volunteer army can be cre- 
ated,”

Equally notable is the expres-

‘‘tire German strength against 
‘“‘France to be received on the

The Peace conference, it is clear 
enough, is dealing with high ex- 
plosives at the present moment. 


A Deterrent; Not a Preventive. 

The scheme to create a League 
of Nations is a plan by which it is 
proposed to deliberately abandon 
the theory that peace can be pre- | 
served by maintaining a ‘‘balance’”’ 
of power between two opposing 
groups of nations more or less 
equal in military strength, and 
to create an unbalance of power 
with the weight always on the side 
of justice and peace. 

Hitherto the aim of statesmen 


whose object was to preserve 
peace has been to group the na- 
tions into opposing alliances, 


peace being thus maintained by 
fear upon either side of the conse- | 
quences of disturbing it. The ad- | 
vocates of the League of Nations 
base their proposal on the claim! 
that the balance of power method 
has failed, and that, in the lan- 
guage of business, it is necessary 
to eliminate competition and form 
a merger of as many nations as 
possible in the interests of peace. 

The effort is to change the tra- 
ditional attitude toward peace 
from a passive to an active one, in 
which each nation—instead of 
trying merely to keep its neigh- 
bors from attacking it—would ae- 
tively concern itself in getting’ 
them to act with it to preserve 
friendly relations. 

The conditions are as favorable 
as ever could be expected for the 
formation of such a league, It may 
be assumed off-hand that the Al- 
lied nations, having fought for the 
principles of justice and to secure | 
enduring peace, will readily enter 
a permanent alliance having for 
its object the enforcement of in-| 
ternational justice, and thereby | 
working for the preservation of | 
harmony. 

It does not follow that a League | 
of Nations will abolish war. It 
may fail as the ‘‘balance’’ of pow- | 
er arrangement  failed,—even| 
through somewhat similar cireum- 
stances. The world war came} 
about, not because the ‘‘balance’’ 
of power theory failed, but be- 
cause of mis-caleulation as to what | 
constituted ‘‘ power.’’ The assump- 
tion was that the alliance of 
France, Russia and Great Britain | 
sufficiently counter-balanced the‘ 
alliance of Germany and Austria 
to assure the peace of Europe—by 
assuring the defeat of Germany and 
Austria should they break that 
peace, 

The event demonstrated that | 
there was an error in the ealeula- 
tion. While the entente nations 
had the overwhelming majority of | 
people and the’ greater 


wealth, | 
they did not have the biggest army | 
nor the advantage of situation. | 
preparedness gave 
Germany an advantage over its 
potentially stronger opponents 
which seemed to Germany suffici-| 
ent to enable it to defeat them, 
and thereby induced it to make 
war. 

There would be no conceivable 
advantage in taking into the 
League of Nations those countries 
which have been lately engaged in 
trying to establish world domin

failed. Power, for the purpose 
of preserving peace, consists in 
military power—ready at all times 
to fight. 

Neither is it to be assumed off- 


hand that all the Allied nations | 


will always be as friendly dispos- 
ed toward each other as they are 
at the moment. They are now tired 
of war and grateful for escaping 
defeat. Their individual aspira- 
tions are for the moment submerg- 
ed. With the passage of time these 
national aspirations will again 
come to the surface, and in the in- 
extricably complicated conditions 
of Europe there are surely enough 
clashing interests, racial, national 
and historie to provide issues for 
dividing the Allies. Whether the 
proposed league will be strong 
enough to stand the strain when 
one or more of the now Allied na- 
tions see an opportunity to realize 
national ambition or wipe out a 
grudge at the expense of a neigh- 
boring nations, is + question upon 
which the sufficiency of the league 
as a peace-preserver will neces- 
sarily depend, 

The league should, and no doubt 
will, make war as unlikely as it 
can be made by ‘‘seraps of paper.’’ 
That is sufficient to gain for the 
proposal the approval of a war- 
weary world. But to make the ex- 
aggerated claim that it will auto- 
matically abolish war is both fool- 
ish and dangerous. To spread the 
impression that future war is im- 
possible isthe most treacherous of 
all kinds of pacifism.

The Copenhagen 


London, Jan, 26. 


correspondent of the Morning Post 
under Tuesday's date, sends a letter 
to his paper, received from a Rus- 
sian military surgeon, which gives) 


an account of new Bolshevist atroci- 
ties. The doctor states that 350 Rus- 
eian officers from the prisoners’ camp 
at Graderfret, Silesia, and 400 from 
Belsea, Silesia, left Germany Decem- 
ber 27. Shortly after crossing the 
Russian frontier, the officers were ar- 
reeted On January 3rd all the 760 
officers were shot by the Bolshevists 
German soldiers and oMcers, who es- 
corted the prisoners to the frontier, 
confirm the doctor's narrative. 

Paris, Jan, 24.—-The Persian dele- 
gation sent to Paris in connection 
with the peace conference, arrived in 
Paris today. It will wait upon the 
conference to present to it Persia's 
views with regard to a society of na- 
tions.
